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Friends: 

My  colleagues  and  I voted  this  week  on  the  City’s  Budget  for  fiscal  year  2017-2018. 
The  Budget  provides  funding  for  several  District-specific  initiatives  and  projects, 
preserves  our  public  safety  resources,  and  addresses  our  homelessness  crisis. 

I helped  secure  funding  for  projects  that  will  improve  safety  in  our  neighborhoods 
and  rehabiblitate  completely  failed  neighborhood  streets  in  the  13th  District. 


Here’s  a complete  list  of  the  funding  I secured: 


SUNSET  BOULEVARD  UNDERPASS  ARCHWAY  PROJECT  ($100.000)  - Funds 
will  go  toward  enhancing  the  overall  look  and  feel  of  the  gateway,  while  improving 
safety  at  the  Silver  Lake  Boulevard  archway  under  Sunset  Boulevard. 

ELYSIAN  VALLEY  SHARED  PATH  IMPROVEMENTS  ($1.000.000)  - A 

collaboration  with  the  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Transportation,  the  funding  will  go 
toward  improving  pedestrian  and  bicycle  safety  along  the  Los  Angeles  River  Shared 
Path. 

RECREATION  AND  PARKS  JOBS  PROGRAM  (S2.75M)  - Advocated  to  return 
funding  and  jobs  to  maintain  Recreation  and  Parks  facilities.  The  funding  will  be 
used  to  hire  gardeners. 

embRACE  LA  PROGRAMMING  ($500.000)  - The  allocation  is  a partnership  with 
the  Council  President’s  office  that  will  be  used  to  conduct  programming  related  to 
race  and  cultural  relations  across  the  City  of  Los  Angeles. 

ECHO  PARK  FIRE  STATION  20  - Funding  to  restore  personnel  and  an  engine  to 
this  busy  facility  to  its  historic  levels,  which  will  provide  quicker  emergency  response 
times  and  service  in  the  area  and  beyond. 

PUBLIC  SAFETY  - Funding  to  keep  the  LAPD  force  at  10,000  strong  and  to  hire  75 
new  firefighters  next  year. 

We  also  approved  funding  to  increase  appropriations  for  bike  and  pedestrian  safety 
projects  under  the  City's  Vision  Zero  plan,  and  earmarked  funding  for  reconstruction 
of  failing  streets  and  alleys. 

I want  to  thank  the  Mayor  for  including  the  District  projects  in  his  budget.  I also  want 
to  thank  the  City  Departments  and  my  colleagues  on  the  Budget  and  Finance 
Committee  for  working  with  my  office  to  approve  these  items  that  will  improve  public 
safety  and  fix  our  aging  infrastructure.  I look  forward  to  working  with  the  community 
to  implement  all  these  improvements  in  the  13th  District  in  the  years  ahead.
